WITH AMERICAN AIRBORNE
FORCES, Holland, Sept. 20 (De-
layed) (tfp) The British 2nd
Army's drive to sever Holland from
Germany stalled today (Wednesday)
in the streets of Nijmegen, where
a strong German garrison is stiffly
defending the vital bridges across
the Wall river.

Other German troops are organiz-
ing on both sides of the narrow allied
corridor running 45 miles north from
the Belgian border to Nijmegen, and
American airborne troops are pre-
paring to repel any cordinated Ger-
man attempt to cut the thin lifeliti
of Lt. Gen. Sir Miles C. Demsey's
British spearhead.

The Nazis now apparently see in
the British armored thrust and the
allied airborne landings a serious
threat of entrapment for all their
armies in western Holland, estimated
as high as 100,000 men.

The American ail borne troops who
landed south of Nijmegen Sunday se-
cured intact bridges on the
Maas at Grave, but were
from the Nijmegen river crossings
ami the Germans still are holding
two vital Waal bridges there.

INS MOVE OUT, TRAITORS MOVE IN

Davao Battered
By Yank Fliers

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS.
Southwest Pacific, Sept. 21.—(UP)
—Land-based Liberator bombers, in-
tensifying the two-way drive on the
Philippines, battered the big port ot
Davao without opposition in daylight
Monday, it was disclosed today as
American forces virtually completed
their conquest of the stepping-stone
islands east and south of the Philip-
pines.

Tokyo radio indicated that the
Japanese feared an American land-
ing in the Philippines was imminent.
More than 50 Liberators of the Far
Eastern Air Force carried out the
attack on Davao, showering 120 tons
of bombs on airdromes, supply and
personnel installations.

Thejieavy raid, first large-scale
operation since carrier planes from
Admiral William F. Halsey's Third
Fleet hit Mindanao nearly two weeks
ago, came as soldiers and marines
were cleaning up enemy forces on
Morotai, 250 miles south of the Phil-
ippines, and in the southern Palau
Islands to the east.

The army's 81st (Wildcat) Divi-
sion already had crushed Japanese
opposition on Angaur lIsland, after
killing 600 enemy troops, and the
First Division marines were digging
out the remnants of the Japanese
force pammed in a pocket near the
western shore of Peleliu.

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz an-
nounced that the marines Kkilled a

total of 7.045 Japanese, approximate-
ly three-fourths of Peleliu’s garrison,
in less than one week of bitter fight-
ing on the strategic island. 560 miles
east of the Philippines.

SENATE FIGHT IS PENDING

WASHINGTON. Sept. 21—(UP)—
Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, D., Mont,,
lvading foe of American participa-
tion in a world peace organization,
predicted there would be a "Hell
of a fight” when the senate s
asked to approve the seeurliy plan
now being fashioned at Dumbarton
Oaks.

Declaring it "absurb” to pattern a
new League of Nations before the
final peace treaties are s.gned,
Wheeler said he considered it far
from certain now whether the plan
would grt the necessary two-thirds
vote for senate ratification.

"That depends,” he said, "upon
what the American people think of
it when they get a chance to see
what's in it.

DEWEY IN CALIFOMMA

WITH THE DEWEY CAMPAIGN
TRAIN, Sept. 21— (UP) Gov.
Thomas E. Dewey swung into Cali-
fornia today prepared to devote the
rest of this week and nwo major
speeches to the most determined
drive of his 6,700’ mile presidential
campaign tour for the state's 25
electoral college votes fourth larg-
est bloc at stake in the November
election.

For a state where personal popu-
larity usually means more than

party organidation, the Republican
presidential nominee scheduled
major addresses both at San Fran-
cisco and Los Angeles tomorrow
night, instead of the customary
single appearance.

Indiana state fert.lizer tags. These
tags show tie guaranteed percentage
of total nitrogen, either the total or
available phosphoric acid, and the
water-soluble potash.

F. W. Quackenbush, Indiana state
chemist, with hnadquarters at Pur-
due University, reveals that the in-
spection serv.ee ol his department
shows ,a recent increase in the num-
ber of deficient shipments.
